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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argued and provided two drawings (#1 
and #2) that the Examiner interpreted Wooden mappings 101 and 102 as the Applicants' 201 and 202, that the generated transformation 
103 is not to be applied to 101, etc. 

Examiner disagrees. The Applicants' discussion and drawings omitted an important fact that both mappings 101 and 102 (from 
Applicants' Drawing #1) are only intermediate means used in analyzing the first and second documents in order to generate the 
transformation document 103. Applicants have repeatedly argued "Woden started with a set of mappings" and the Examiner has pointed 
out previously that this argument is incorrect. In Woden's implementation, the mapping refers to "specification of which nodes should be 
visited and which paths traversed in an XML document to retrieve information about a given class, attribute or relation in the class model" 
(Woden, page 2, paragraph 0028 with emphasis added). In other words, the first and second documents must be traversed and analyzed, 
with help of the mappings, to generate the transformation document. This is the same as what the Applicants claim: "automatically 
generating, based upon said first and second documents, a transformation document Note that the Applicants did not claim how their 
transformation document is generated, only that it is generated based on the first and second documents. 
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
